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INTRODUCTION 



The collection of racial /ethnic data on the school population of 
New York State was initiated in 1961 with a census of public elementary 
Lhools. Since 1966 such information has been 

nubile elementary a.id secondary schools and is now a part of the Department 
Lslc Educational Vata System. The information is used within the Education 
drt“nt“n providing a longitudinal record of school Integration throughout 

the State.

enrollment In these schools accounts for 2.0 percent of the State's total 

Negro enroxlment; (3) almost one-half (47.1 percent) of the Negro students 
In New York State's public schools attend a school that Is predominantly 
black, i.e., 50 percent or more of the students are Negro. 

Table 6 presents data similar to that of table 5 for Spanish 

students. It may be seen that while there are no "all 
Spanish schools In the State, 43.8 percent of the Spanish Surnamed 
Wrlcan students attend schools with enrollments that are predominantly

Of the 4,409 schools in New York State, 
b^5 (.12.4 percent) have no students classified In the four minority 
groupings mentioned above. 

Table 8 shows the distribution of public school staff by racial/ 

of *^hls table in comparison with table 1 shows 
that, for the State as a whole, 24.6 percent of the students belong to one 
of th© two major minority groups whil© 5.0 p©rc©nt of th© staff fall in 
these two c, egorles. Similarly, for the"Blg Six" cities, 56.4 percent 
of the students are Negro or Spanish Surnamed American while 9.9 percent of 
the staff are so Identified.
